Terrible Hill dashed to the front at the 
start and was never headed, lie had a long lead 
on the backs! retell and easily maintained his advant- 
age to the finish.

Mr. Talbott purchased Delft and Discovery from 
Harry Payne Whitney last Saturday at private 
sale. Considerable credit for Delft’s victory is 
due to Jockey Johnny Wilson, it being his masterly 
liditig that permitted her to score. Cutaway set 
tlie paee. with Mater running a close second to 
the last furlong post, where Wilson brought Delft 
up. Mater was iptickly disposed of and it left 
the other two to tight it out to the finish. Mc- 
Cabe.v. who rode Cutaway, and Wilson, lmtb re- 
sorted to hand tiding during the last furlong and 
in tlie final strides Wilson’s superiority told and 
Delft got up in the last jump to earn the decision 
by a head.
